Yelling like a madman, “I'l! kill that 
woman, she cannot trifle with me,” he 
pounded away on the door with his bare 
fist until he splintered the heavy pine plank 
and forced the catch of the lock to give way.

HAVANA, Cuba, Nov. 15.—-The Post-Dispatch correspondent was arrested 
immediately on his return to Havana and politely conducted before Judge Berual 
to show cause why he should not be sent to prison for a least six years and puy a 
fine of $600 for having procured a.passport with another’s name and used such 
“false credentials” in a forbidden trip to Gen. Gomez's camp last winter, which trip 
ended in the jail at Sancti Spiritus. 

While nominally under arrest at the palace I met Gen. Pando, the chief of 
Marshal Blanco’s military staff and spokesman. This genial Spanish lieutenant~- 
general unbent sufficiently to give to the Post-Dispatch the following authorized 
statement, which has been translated and retranslated, so that it might exactly 
express the general’s dictation. The original is in Spanish, and is in Gen. Pando's 
own handwriting. The literal English translation has lost the smoothness of its 


author’s phrases: 

“The Government and Gen. Blanco, both represent tolerance without de- 
bility, and energy without cruelty and the policy of to-day, compatible with 
an energetic military action, consists in being generous with the repentant 
and inexorable with the impenitent traitors. 

“It is a very grave error to suppose that the political concessions of the 
Spanish Government have been- given to an enemy to secure peace. They are 
given to the loyal and to the repentant; but for the incendiaries, the dyna- 
miters, Spain reserves the action of force, energetic and without temporizing 
measures. 

“Cuba, then, to evoid being a chaos or the theater of bloody strife, ought 
to remain Spanish, because only by belonging to Spain can be guaranteed its 
commercial relations with the civilized world, especially so when the 
Isthmus of Panama shall no longer be an isthmus or the two oceans be joined 
in some other manner. 

“The United States are more interested than any other nation in Cuba 
remaining under the Spanish flag, because they prefer to assure the prosper- 
ity of their commerce to making enemies of Europe. 

“About independence, let us not speak, because no person of sane judg- 
ment ought to take into consideration such a hypothesis.”

Mrs. Wallace is the widow of James R. 
Walkup, former Mayor of Emporia, Kan., 
and wealthy. When he died in 1885, under 
somewhat strange circumstances, his youth- 
ful bride was arrested and tried for mur- 
dering him, Dut she was freed. She mar- 
ried him when she was — 15 years old, 
although he was almost @. She was a 
widow at 17, and to avoid unpleasant noto- 
riety, she assumed the name of Wallace. 

She came to Chicago after she had spent 
considerable money traveling in Europe 
and purchased the residence at 3142 Indiana 
avenue, which she furnished in splendid 
style.

Several Persons Trampled Upon, Am- 
bulances’ Called, but When the 
Vapor Cleared Away None 
Found Seriously Hurt.

The disconnecting of a steam pipe on the 
fourth floor of the Hamilton-Brown Shoe 
Co.’s building, Eleventh street and Wash- 
ington avenue, caused wild excitement 
among the 350 employes on that floor Mon- 
day morning. 

Five women fainted from fright and at 
least a dozen became hysterical, and in the 
wild stampede that followed several nar- 
rowly escaped being trampled and crushed 


to death. 
It was about 9 o’clock, while plumbers 


were working in the stitching-room, that the 
pipe became disconnected. There were about 
200 men and 150 women employed on that 


floor. 

With a report like the discharging of a 
cannon the escaping eteam rushed into the 
room, hissing like the exhaust ofa loco- 
motive. Instantly there was a panic among 
the empioyes and a wild rush was made for 
the exits. 

Kate Prindeville, 20 years old, who was 
working at a machine near where the pipe 
broke, gave a piercing scream and fell to the 
floor ina dead faint. Her example was fol- 
lowed by Mamie Schneider, Nellie Long, 
Annie McGee and Katie McDermott. The 
escaping steam filled the room, obscuring 
the vision, and the unconscious girls lying 
on the floor were trampled on by their ex- 
cited companions before they could be car- 
ried to places of safety. 

‘Mr. Long, the superintendent on that 
floor. thought that a terrible explosion had 
ocourred, He heard the screams of the girls, 
and seeing several fall to the floor, he 
dashed down stairs and telephoned a hur- 
ried ca@ll to the Dispensary for surgeons and 
ambulances, saying a number of women 
had been ‘badly injured. 

Before the ambulances arrived the cause 
of the panic was discovered and tne steam 
was shut off. It was with difficulty that 
the fears of the panic-stricken employes 
were calmed and they were still trembling 
when they returned to the room. 

In the meantime the girls who fainted 
were carried to the office on the ground 
floor, where they were easily revived. 


They were all hysterical and Kate Prin-_ 


diville, Mamie Schneider and Nellie Long 
had sustained eeveral slight bruises where 
they had been ome on during the mad 
rush for the doors, They were sent to their 
homes in carriages. 

It required only a few minutes after the 
excitement was over to repair the steam 
pipe and half an hour later work was pro- 
gressing in the room as though nothing 
Seasual had taken place.

CAR. 


TESTING THE AIR CURRENTS. 


St. Louis Scientist Getting Informa- 
tion for the U. S. Government 
About Atmospheric Pressure. 


A learned professor rode on top of a Wa- 
bash freight car just like a plain, ordinary, 
unlettered brakeman or a hobo, from St. 
Louis to Montgomery, Mo., Saturday. He 
returned the same way Sunday. 

The man of sclence was Prof. F. E. 
Nipher of Washington University. He was 
not beating his way, but he adopted that 
unpleasant and hazardous method of travel 
for scientific purposes.

This is the information desired by 
the government engineers to ascertain the 
exact influence of wind pressure.” 

The eos ay see taken by Prof. Nipher on 
his freight train trip consisted of a board 
carried on pivots between two discs, and 
surmounted by a wind vane. A needle on 
the board registered on the lower disc t®e 
angle at which the board was carried by 
the wind. The board's position was changed 
from time to time, to test the effect of 
unequa] distribution of the surface of re- 
sistance. The experiments were made 
merely to verify tests previously made with 
the air discs, and were entirely satisfac- 
tory. 

The trip to Montgomery occupied _ the 
whole vf Saturday. There were long and 
tedious waits on switches, but the pro- 
fessor got just what he wanted. On up 
grades the train made from six to ten 
miles an hour, on level stretches a twenty 
mile velocity was attained, and double that 
on some down grades, so that an dppor- 
tunity was afforded of making the tests in 
all kinds of air currents in one day., After 
a night’s rest at Montgomery, Prof. Nipher

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PROF. F. E. NIPHER TESTING AIR PRESSURES. * 


For a long time Prof. Nipher has been 
experimenting with air discs to ascertain 
the exact power of wind pressure. To verily 
these experiments he wanted a good, strong 
wind, varying from ten to forty miles an 
hour. Professors, like some other people, 
cannot always “raise the wind’ just whea 
they mst desire to, so Prof. Nipher re- 
sorted to a freight train to obtain a supply 
of artificial wind, instead of waiting for the 
real thing. 

The start was made Saturday mornin 
from the Wabach yards. The professor ha 
h's apparatus with him, and it excited the 
train crew and the loungers at rural way 
stations to much wonderment. 

Saturday morning there was “‘an eager 
and a nipping air,’ and passengers on 
street cars turned up their overcoat col- 
lars to keep warm, Out in the open coun- 
try, with no closely built houses to obstruct 
the wind, and on top of a rapidly moving 
car. the temperature Was Many degrees 
colder. There was no resorting to arti- 
ficial means to keep warm, either, not even 
to the extent of impounding the hands in 
the pockets, The professor had to watch 
his apparatus and hang on tight to keep 
from being thrown off of the train. 

Prof. Nipher is the inventor of a pressure 
collector consisting of a small disc made of 
perforated brass gauze. The air collected 
is conveyed through _a@ pipe to a tube partly 
filled with water, The Pise and fall of the 
water indicates the amount of pressure,

that such is my sincere belief. I know, per- 
haps better than any one else, that Corbett 
wants another fight and that he has not the 
slightest doubt that he would win. 

As to Fitzsimmons, there can be no doubt 
that he must fight again—not that he wants 
to fight, but because the public demands it, 
and, more than anything else, because that 
is the only way he can provide for himself 
and family unless he retires from the ring 
and public sight. 

It seems hardly necessary for me to state 
that Fitzsimmons is not one-third the at- 
traction that he was before he fought Cor- 
bett, and the simple reason why he falls to

This is a deiticate way the Salvation Army 
has of volunteering. to search for runaway 
husbands, men who have betrayed girls and 
left them to bear the burden of disgrace 
alone, wayward girls whose fathers and 
mothers are anxious to reciaim them, chil- 
dren who have been lured from home—all 
manner of lawbreakers and evildoers, 

It sounds better than announcing that the 
Salvation Army has a detective agency, for 
that is just what the inquiry Gepartment 
amounts to,

Three important diecoveries were made 
fright here in St. Louis Within the last 
year. One caSe was that of a man who 
had abandoned his wife,in London, taking 
with him two daughters. The wife report- 
ed his flight to the bureau in London and 
submitted a photograph of the 
husband. The facts were forwarded to the 
American headquarters in New York and 
enough was learned to*warrant the belief 
that the man had gone West. He was 
traced to St. Louis, and two of the Sal- 
vation Army soldiers at last found him 
in South St. Louis, where he was engaged 
in the drug business. 

When charged with his identity the drug- 
gist denied flatly that he was the man, 
and angrily ordered the Salvationists from 
his pluce. The men in the red jerseys pro- 
ceeded gently to “sweat’’ the druggist, 
who by degrees admitted that he had left 
a@ wife in England. When the interview 
Was at an end the druggist had agreed to 
send the woman money. He kept his word, 
and has kept up the remittances regularly 
since then.

the London press argued that they were 
committed by a medical a gan maga 
ner of the murderer's butchery B 
— that whoever he was he had some 
nowledge of surgery. 

“Admitting that the mysterious Ripper 
did have a knowledge of the human anato- 
my and not a crude knowledge either, Har- 
land believed there were certain conditions 
attendant upon the murders which suZ- 
gested that they were committed by a s0l- 
dier as well as a medical man, Then, reas- 
oned Harland, why not a soldier who was 
attached to the hospital corps, possibly a 
surgeon’s orderly. 

“Harland would have none of the psyco- 
pathic theories put forward concerning the 
crimes, that the murderer was a degenerate. 
This argument was that the murderer ha 
a motive, and that the manner of murder 
waa but the unconsc:ous imitation of the 
way he had seen the knife tsed. 

‘‘Medical students do not fall so low that 
they choose intimate friends in White- 
chapel, Disgraced soldiers and deserters 
would naturally flock to that hideous sec- 
tion of the city, there to become thieves 
and cut-throats. It was Harland’s idea 
that the Ripper was one of a band of 
criminals who robbed and murdered for 
gain. The dissolute women of the quarter 
were their mistresses and accomplices. One, 
in a fit of revenge or pique, may have be- 
come dangerous; she may have threatened 
to ‘peach.’ She was ‘put out of the way, 
and, in protection to the gang, others had 
to Zo. 

“Being a student of crime, Harland re- 
membered that several years ago a series 
of murders shocked a certain district near 
a military post in India. Men and women 
were robbed and killed in the same 
destructive way. Each victim was trapped 
and slaughtered, palpably by the same cun- 
ning hand. Suspicion fell upon a soldier 
who had seen service on a surgeon's staff. 
Before an investigation could be made the 
former surgeon’s orderly disappeared. 

‘Harland connected the incidents of the 
murde.’s in India and in London. He sent 
his assistant to follow clews which he had 
struck and to go on lines which he had laid 
out. So throughly did they have their case 
in hand that two months before the last 
Ripper murder Harland went to Scotland 
Yard. He was granted an interview with 
the Chief Inspector. 

‘**T have the Whitechapel murderer all but 
in my hands,’ said he “The next woman 
to be disembowled is Jane Walker,’—or 
whatever her name might have been. ‘If 
you wili just keep an eye on Jane Walker, 
day and night, you'll catch the murderer in 
the act.’ 

‘“‘Harland had learned that the woman 
had suddenly become particularly objec- 
tionable to a band of ruffians in White- 
chapel. She had been an intimate compan- 
ion of the other poor wretches murdered Dy 
the ripper, and he was sure she had been 
marked by the assassin. 

“The conservative Scotland Yard police, 
who were never known to jump at conclu- 
sions, ridiculed Harland’s warning and 
advice. Two months after Jane Walker 
was found one morning lying in her own 
blood, ripped and gashed just as the others 
were discovered. 

“Then Scotland Yard sent for Harland, 
and was willing enough to follow up his, 
lines. That Scotland Yard detectives did 
take a hand then is probably why the Rip- 
per was never caught. he suspect under 
Harland’s eye grew cautious. But one link 
was needed to bind the chain around him. 
His autograph was needed for purposes of 
comparison, and try as he might, Harland’s 
assistant could never get the suspect to 
sign his name. Then the Scotland Yard of- 
ficials began to bungle things and mix up 
what Harland had done. The suspect took 
in the situation, left London, and has never 
been heard of. But Jane Walker's was the 
last crime committed by the Ripper. 

“Under Harland’s manipulation a man 
shipped as an extra hand on board the pri- 
vate yacht of a London millionaire; whose 
wife had appealed to us. The yacht sailed 
from Cowes for a wituter trip up the Med- 
iterranean, with a jolly party of men. 
Crossing the channel at Havre, a merry 
party of ladies came aboard. The ladies 
were pretty, but frail as to conduct, and 
there was high jinks on that yacht for 
months. Harland called on the millionaire 
after the cruise, and when he heard what 
Harland jad to say he was glad enough to 
give his Wife a handsome annuity and to 
let her divorce application go by default. 

“TI could tell you of thousands of wonder- 
ful cases which the army has worked out. 
You would be surprised at the success we 
have, The police departments work with 
us everywhere. Since dear Harland’s death 
I should say our shrewdest operator in 
London is a little woman, a Salvationist, 
whose aptitude for handiing mysteries is 
marvelous, 

“The army makes no charge for its in- 
vestigation, except to those who can af- 
ford it. All we ask is a photograph of the 
missing person and 2% cents or §& cents to 
pay for postage and incidentals. But if 
the expense cannot be afforded, we do what 
we can for the asking, just the same.”’

They were arrested in a room at the 
Revere House, where the woman was mas- 
querading as a man. Chief Desmond prom- 
ised to send them to police court. 

‘‘Now,” said Knight, ‘“‘that the Chief says 
he will send us to the Work-house, I will 
tell just why we are here and what he have 
been through. 

“A year ago my dearest friend, the boy 
with whom I was raised and who was to 
me as a brother, was shot down before my 
eyes in our own home, one of the old farms 
of Patrick County, Virginia. The assassin 
was William Morris. The victim was Alex- 
ander Steck. . 

“T would have avenged the deed then had 
I been armed. I tried to capture him, but 
he got away, 

“Just before my friend died he looked up 
and asked me if I would take his place in 
the hunt for Morris, and I raised my hand 
and swore that I would give the remainder 
of my Hfe to the pursuit of Morrig. 

“I sold the little I had, realized $600, and 
since then have been on the trail of Morr's. 

‘“‘Last February a man I met on a train 
told me to write to an Indianapolis de- 
tective agency and they could help me 
out. Foolishly I did so and paid $5 for a 
badge and a pamphlet of instructions. I 
thought that the badge would help me out 
in case I got in trouble, but now I see it 
does not. 

“The first trace I got of Morris was last 
spring in Louisville. From there I trace 
him to Scott County, Mo., where he had 
gone to work ona farm. WhenlI got there 
he was gone, but I met Nellie Martin, the 
servant girl, and we fell in love. 

“Morris ‘had gone back to Louisville, and 
I went after him. 

“Soon after that I sent for Nellie Martin, 
and w@ were married in Bardville, Ky. 

“Since then she has been with me. 
traced Morris to Chicago and from there to 
St. Louis: 

“I knew that Morris was living at the 
Revere House, and of course 1 had to go 
there as a lodger. My wife insisted on 
going with me. The hotel is only for men,
